During the epoch of the Renaissance, 
the greatest artists of Florence were all 
apprentices in’ the workshops of the 
goldsmiths,

hand; in the case of the artist, too much 
has been credited to the intellect. The 
difference is rather one of degree than :

These 
facts are to be read in many histories of 
art.

from the medulla, extending from the 
periphery toward the centre. 

In man the brain develops later than 
in all the other animals, because his 
muscles also develop later. The striped 
muscles are more.incomplete at-birth in 
man than in any other animal. For 
this fact, that the human brain develops 
so slowly, I am able to discover no other 
reason than this, thatsat birth the organs 
which effect movement, over which the 
brain later exercises its authority, are 
not yet complete. 

The muscles of the adult human 
being are thirty-seven times as heavy 
as those of the new born child, while the 
brain of the former is only 3.76 times 
as heavy as that of the latter. 

It has long been known also that the 
brain of man slowly increases in weight 
up to the fortieth year. Recently Kaes 
has shown that, up to the fortieth year, 
there are formed in the cerebral conyo- 
lutions new plexuses of nerve fibres, 
which are lacking in younger brains. 

Excitation of the senses and impulses 
to movement hasten the development 
of the nerves in question, The experi- 
ments of Ambrom and Held have 
shown that, if one eye of a new born 
kitten is opened to the light, the other 
remaining closed, the optical fibres of 
the eye whichis stimulated by the light, 
are more quickly surrounded with mye- 
lin than those of the other, Another 
important fact is that the motor nerve 
fibres are complete earlier than the sen- 
sory. 

These facts we must apply to peda 
gogy. Only that science can tell how 
injurious is precocious instruction for 
the development of the child. 

If we wish to hasten the maturity of 
the brain, we must decide whether the 
formation of the myelin can better be 
hastened by stimulations of the senses 
and intellectual work, or better by mus. 
cular exercises. The latter way seems 
to me the more natural. We nitist, | 
therefore, to begin with, consolidate | 
the nerve paths which develop first, and | 
after that seek to develop the portion 
of the brain concerned with intellectual

ever, is Michelangelo. For twelve years 
he studied anatomy on the cadaver, and 
afterwards painted the Sistine Chapel 
and executed the tombs of the Medici 
and the dome of St. Peter's. 

In the artist better than in other 
human beings, is seen the intimate con- 
nection between the psychic processes 
and muscular exercise. Power of resist- 
ance against fatiguing labors, dexterity, 
and capacity for concentration, are the 
secret of their marvelous life. J am 
convinced that muscular movements 
have formed the omnipotence of genius, 
just as, vice versa, intellectual exercises 
affect advantageously the development 
of the muscles. Michelangelo ground 
his colors himself. Raphael while as an 
engineer in Rome he carried on excava- 
tious and painted the rooms of the Vat- 
ican, wrote a treatise on how the smok- 
ing of the chimney in. the kitchen of a 
prince might be prevented. As Vasari 
relates, Perino del Vaga made every 
mechanical object; he fabricated often 
trumpeters, pennons, portieres, drapery, 
flags, embroidery, and carving, and 
painted sarcophagi. He was a great 
painter, and his stucco works belong to 
the most valuable of the Renaissance 
period. 
mighty men will remain a secret for all 
time, yet we can say this much, that 
their hand was just as dexterous as 
their mind was lofty. 

These men, who are the greatest-rep- 
resentatives of our race, have carried 
the dexterity of their hands to the high- 
est degree of perfection. They were 
simple workers, who, laboring untiringly 
with their hands, lifted the human

peoples in genius, it was because they

News from the State House 


STATE HOUSE, May 17—Senator 
Currier of Lawrence has been spared 
the labor of downing the bill to abolish 
the death penalty, as the House killed 
it by a vote of 84 yeas to 86 nays. He 
was recorded as a dissenter from the 
favorable report of the committee on 
judiciary. , 

From the closeness of the vote it was 
expected a reconsicefation would be 
asked ‘today, but this was not done, the 
advocates of the bill fearing it would 
be a waste of'time. The vote was a 
great surprise by reason of its closeness 
as the bill got less than 30 in the House 
last year. This was not the bill intro- 
duced by Representative Frost, but 
was much more stringent in its provis- 
ions. 

The bill to define trust and to provide 
for criminal penalites and civil dam- 
ages and punishment of corporations, 
persons, firms, and associations con- 
nected therewith was today rejected in 
the House after a long debate by a vote 
of 71 to 64, 

Yesterday the House refused to pass 
to engrossment by a vote of 56 yeas tu 
76 nays the bill to provide that notice 
must be given to all interested parties 
previous to the foreclosure of mort- 
gages on real estate. Today « motion 
was made to reconsider the vote, but 
this was lost after the House had spent 
a good part of the morning in discuss- 
ing the motion. 

Contrary to its usual rule of begin- 
ning work at 1 o’clock and finishing by 
2, the Senate yesterday kept hard at it 
until after 5 o'clock. 

The afternoon was spent in a warm 
discussion of the bill for the joint use 
of tracks by adjoining street railway 
companies, the bill finally being killed 
by a vote of 12 to 18. 

After adopting a perfecting amend- 
ment to tthe bill to increase the repre- 
sentation of the city of Lowell in the 
trustees of the Lowell Textile school 
was passed tto be engrossed. The 
amendment provides that the extra 
members shall be appointed by the 
Lowell Textile Council instead of by 
the mayor, 

Today the Senate spent the session in 
discussing the resolutions memorializ- 
ing Congress in favor of the ‘appoint- 
ment of U. §, Senators by direct vote 
of the people. After a long debate the 
resolutions were lost by a vote of 14 t-

STATE HOUSE, May 22—The annual 
report of the Railroad Commission, 
which has just come from the hands of 
the printers, contains some interesting 
statistics, and especially in the section 
devoted to street railways, and to the 
volume and density of traffic on the 
same. 

With the exception of the West End 
Street Railway of Boston, the Lowell, 
Lawrence & Haverhill Street Railway 
carried more passengers per round trip 
in 1899 than any other railway in the 
state, the number being 60 for the West 
End, 58 for the Lowell, Lawrence & 
Haverhill, and 54 for the Lynn & Bos- 
ton, the next highest. 

In miles of track operated the Law- 
rence road had 155,439, as compared 
with 653,140 of the West End. The 
percentage of operating expenses to 
gross earnings of the L. L., & H. was 
57.83, the net earnings per mile of track 
operated $3,283, net earnings per round 
trip run $1.23, and net earnings per 
passenger 2.11 cents. It will be seen 
from the comparisons of the report that 
the Lawrence road is more than holding 
up its end in the matter of business. 

In the House yesterday Mr. Murphy 
of Lawrence took up the cudgels in be- 
half of the bill forbidding the employ- 
ment of women and minors in manu- 
facturing establishments between 6 p. 
m. and 6 a. m., his knowledge of the 
technical detail of operating mills giv- 
ing point to his argument. 

Mr. Cluer of Lowell had opposed the 
bill on the ground that it was often 
necessary for minors to work after 6 
o’clock in order to finish prints which 
would otherwise be spoiled.

Two societies, Forum and Philoma-} 
thean were represented, the former 
which had the affirmative, by Dicran 
Barsam Barsamian, Marsovan, Turkey, 
Fred Lewis Collins, Andover, and Fran- 
cis Joseph O’Connor, Lawrence; the lat- 
ter by Francis Howard Fobes, Lexington, 
John Emet Sweet, Montrose, Pa., and 
Henry Longfellow Wadsworth of Law- 
rence. Until afew hours before the de- 
bate occurred the speakers did not know 
upon which side they were to speak and 
therefore had to be prepared equally on 
both sides of the question. 

The first prize for the best individual 
debater was awarded to F. H. Fobes, and 
the second to F. L. Collins. The judges 
were Prof. C. C. Torrey, chairman, T. 
Dennie Thomson and Rev. F. H. Page of 
Lawrence. 

There were several hundred students 
of Phillips and Abbot academies, and 
townspeople present at the debate, more 
than have usually attended in past years.

Just over that famous hillside which 
has broken the heart of many an as- 
pirant for turf honors, the testing hill 
at Newmarket, Eng., is the little village 
of Kentford, which for 100 years slept 
away its existence, surrounded by its 
hedge-rows and pleasant uplands, and 
in all probability would have continu- 
ed its leep unknown toe fame had not 
Mrs. Langtry established there her rac; 
ing headquarters and built Royal lodge, 
Kenneth, her country home. It isa 
sleepy little village even now, compos- 
of buildings some 60 all told, which are 
thatch covered and peopled by families 
who declare Mrs. Langtry to be their 
ideal of all that is generous, 


Old women who sit in the chimney 
corner proudly show a warm shawl, a 
warmer petticoat, or a tea caddy well 
filled; children have their books, boots 
and games, which they speak’ of with 
pauses in their voices; and the men tell 
gratefully of six days work per week, 
fully paid for, with the accompanying 
comparative luxuries, For these com- 
forts and many others which to these 
simple-minded folks means more than 
luxury to others, they are indebted and 
give gratutude to “Mr Jersey.” 


This’ Mr. Jersey is none other than 
Mrs. Langtry who according to the 
rules of the English turf is obliged to 
enter her horses in a man’s name for 
racin”, It is in this quiet hamlet that 
the erstwhile Jersey Lily has her rac- 
ing headquarters and the people of the 
hamlet are every one of them, her own 
particular psoteges. At first her visits 
were looked upon as gala events but the 
actress got enough of lionizing and ad- 
miration in the great world outside, so 
she put a stop to that, and now she Is 
the confidant and adviser of every 
household in the place. During the long 
summer afternoons, after the morning 
exercises of the horses while the sun- 
light streams lazily down through the 
haze over this pretty pdrt of England, 
Mrs. Lantry forgets all about her hopes 
of winning races, her triumps, social 
and histrionic, in the world outside, 
forgets all about her jewels and her 
Worth dresses, and, gowned in plain 
countrified fashion, she visits her 
friends in the hamlet and gives and 
gets advice from the old women under 
her thatches. 


At her own expense she has built a 
large schoolhouse near her place and 
provided teachers for the children of 
her parish. Here at her own expense 
she also provides a curate, who admin- 
ister to their spiritual needs in a church 
which ghe has endowed, and but re- 
cently she signed a contract with an 
electric company to establish a plant to 
light not only the streets and buildings 
of her hamlet, but her own house and 
the homes of her tenantry. One of the 
most delightful duties Mrs. Lantry 
gives herself is the spending of each 
Christmas day at her country place and 
entertaining irrespective of position all 
of her tenants, No matter in what part 
of the kingdom she may be she refuses 
all invitations for that day and goes to 
Kentford. 

To see her romping with the children 
and distributing gifts to each and every 
one, is quite a different scene from that 
which she presents on the stage with 
her flashing jewels and modern gowns. 
It is a new and a strange light thrown 
on this woman, who has been the ideal 
of the beauty admiring public, who has 
been praised by poets, raved over by 
sculptors and is known to have been 
one who has been wont to indulge her 
every caprice no matter what it cost.

The Street Railway Problem. 


The local “hearing” of last Saturday 
afternoon was @ unique affair. It  re- 
minded one very much of the first few 
minutes of a boxing match, whén the 
time 1s wholly given up to sparring for 
position. If the adjourned meeting to- 
morrow goes on with equal smoothness, 
the opposing applicants for location will 
be hard pressed to know what it was 
all about when the hearing is over. 

Over nm. North Andover, where the 
same interests are at stake, the result 
seems to have been very different. 
The citizens turned out in large num- 
bers, and they expressed themselves 
very freely. They made it very clear 
that whoever secured any further con- 
cession of streets and privileges from 
their town, ought to be compelled to 
give much better service in return than 
that provided by the company now in 
the field. They discussed routes in- 
telligently, and left their selectmen 
witha very definite impression as to 
their wishes with regard to certain 
phases of the question. 

The citizens of North Andover have 
no more, and no less, reason-to be con- 
cerned over this question than the citi- 
zens of Andover have. The interests 
of both towns are identical. Both are 
residential towns. To increase their 
value as places of residence is of. very 
great importance, and the street rail- 
way is one of the great factors ofthe 
present,day in such work. But we'do 
not believe the street railway always 
enhances values of property, as some 
are so ready to assert. There are 
many illustrations where property has 
been made less valuable through | its 
encroachment, and the selectmen. have 
just as large a duty in protecting these 
interests as they have in promoting‘ the 
interests that demand the developrtient 
which comes through’ the building of 
the railway. 

Believing that the proposed railway 
to Bradford is a desirable thing, and 
believing that it can be so located as 
to do very little damage to the class of 
property which needs protection, we 
come to the question of which of the 
two companies can give the public the 
better service. There are many things 
to be taken into account in settling 
this question; more than were evi- 
dently appreciated when the franthise 
was granted to the present company. 

It is farthest from the purpose of the 
writer to--prejudice public opinion, or 
public officials, one way or the other in 
the present issue, but it is certainly not 
out of place for the Townsman to 
point out some things which should re- 
ceive serious consideration before a 
choice is made of the party to whom 
further rights are given in our public 
streets, 

The time has gone by when the, argu- 
ment that the street railway is a public 
benefactor can properly receive any 
serious consideration. Through stock 
jobbery and inflated capitalization the 
public has been taught that the fran- 
chise they bestow without money or 
price is a valuable privilege. The men 
who seek such privileges, seek them be- 
cause they afford opportunities for 
making money. They do not care any 
more about the public than they are 
obliged to in order to gain their ends, 
and in this respect we must place both 
of the applicants for the North And- 
over location on the same plane. 

In considering the claims of the 
company already in the field, the pub- 


lic and. the selectmen have the very 
safe guide to follow contained in’ the 


old adage that “the proof of the pud- 
ding is the eating.” Andover people 
have eaten the L. L. & H. pudding for 
ten years. They know just how sweet 
and palatable it) is. They have sum- 
mered- and wintered them and been 
served by them. The knowledge 
which they have of this past service 
should be carefully considered before 
granting further favors to them, or 
concessions to others which might in- 
jure them. It is not a time to remem- 
ber one bumpy car or one misplaced 
rail, but rather to sum up the many 


good things and bad, and strike a 
balance which is equally fair to the 
railroad and the town. 

In considering the new company the 
same broad view is necessary. Are the 


men in the list of incorporatoys, re- 
sponsible men? Will they really build 
the road? Will they guarantee better 
accommodations for the public — in 
order to secure the franchise? Will 
competition serve the public good ? 

The fact that one company is made 
up of foreign capital, and the other 
has local backing should be noted. It 
should Tg be noted that. the old com- 
pany could go into the proposed terri- 
tory. as an extension and operate under 
their present franchise so far as it im- 
poses restrictions, and there seems to 
be no law to compel them to do any- 
thing more, while the new company 
would come in under’an entirely new 
deal. 


| that it cannot be filled by another, but 
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. A careful consideration along these 
lines will make it clear which company 
should be favored. There is no other 
thought that can properly influence the 
decision of the officials who are to 
grant the new location, but the desire 
to best serve the public good, 


Mr. Pettee. Promoted. 


Another high compliment is paid to 
Andover in the selection of Mr, Pettee 
of the Phillips Academy faculty for the 
principalship of the University school 
of Cleveland, Ohio. |The position is a 
splendid one, and Mr. Pettee is to be 
heartily congratulated that he has been 
chosen to fill it. 

But pleasing as is the continual hon- 
oring of our town by selecting her edu- 
cators for higher offices, it is making a 
very serious inroad into the working 
forces of our educational institutions to 
have the leaders thus taken away. We 
are told that ‘no man’s place is such 


the gap is often a long time in closing 
up. . 
Mr. Pettee has been an Andover in- 
structor for thirteen years, and for the 
past eight: years of that time he has 
been the one member of the faculty 
next to Dr. Bancroft, whom the public 
and the students have had most to do 
with. As registrar of the school, he 
has had a training which will be in- 
valuable to him in his new position, 
and his friends in Andover look for 
large success to follow him. 

It is interesting to note 
Pettee, like Prof. Harris, has always 
had a deep interest in the town, For 
six years he has been a member of the 
Andover school board, and_ his good 
judgment and high ability have 
made him invaluable as a_ school 
committeeman.

Obituary. 


S. GILMAN BAILEY, 


On Tuesday evening shortly before 
eight o’clock occurred the death of an 
old and well known resident of this 
town in the West Parish, S. Gilman 
Bailey, the proprietor of Shady Side 
Grove at Haggetts pond. Mr. Bailey has 
not been well for several years but last 
week was better than usual. On Sunday 
night, however, he was taken with neu- 
ralgia of the heart which caused his 
death. 

The deceased was born in the West 
Parish near the Bailey school house on 
June 7, 1827, the son of Samuel Bailey of 
Andover and Prudence Farmer of Tewks- 
bury. His early iife was spent on the 
farm and his education was received in 
the district school. Before his marriage 
he carried on a fish market in Lowell for 
ashort time and afterwards worked at 
shoemaking in Wakefield for awhile. 

About 41 years ago the coming month 
he married Caroline P. Gilchreast, an 
Andover girl who also lived in the west- 
ern part of the town and the couple re- 
sided for some time with Mr. Bailey’s 
brother, John B., near Hood’s farm. It 
was soon after his marriage that Mr. 
Bailey purchased the grove, named by 
him ‘Shady Side’ which he has carried 
on solong and so successfully with the 
aid in later years of his son Charles. 
Almost from the first, the deceased put 
up a platform for dancing, arranged to 
let boats and otherwise to make the 
grove attractive. From year to year 
changes were made until the place as- 
sumed its present aspect. With its loca- 
tion on the shores of such a beautiful 
pond as is Haggetts, the grove has been 
and is a favorite resort for picnicers. It 
is probable that it will be carried on as 
in the past, by Charles L. Bailey. 

The deceased is survived by a wife, and 
two children, one childa boy having died 
some years since. The children who are 
living are Mrs. Lilla B. Cooley of Win- 
chester, and Charles L. Bailey of Ando- 
ver. Two brothers and one sister, all 
younger also survive him. These are 
John B., of Andover, Charles K. of Stock- 
ton, Cal., and Mrs. Abbie Perrin of Attle- 
boro, Mass. | 

The funeral was held from his late 
home this afternoon at 2 o'clock. Rev. 
E. W. Pride, formerly his pastor at the 
Tewksbury church, officiated. Charles 
L. Bailey, Edward W, Cooley, his son-in- 
law from Winchester, and two nephews, 
George Goldsmith, of Lawrence and-W. 
W. Sargent, of Lynn, acted as bearers. 
Burial was in the family lot at the West 
Parish cemetery.

ONE SIDE HEARD. 


Petition of Haverhill & Andover St. R.R. 
Came Up Before Selectmen Saturday. 


The hearing on the petition of the 
Haverhill & Andover street railway for a 
franchise to run tracks from the Square 
either through Elm street, or High 
street and the “old railroad” to the 
North Andover line was begun last Sat- 
urday afternoon at 3 o’clock before the 
selectmen in the lower Town hall. The 
hearing of the Lowell, Lawrence & 
Haverhill road, which has also applied 
for a franchise permitting them to con- 
struct a road on Elm street to the North 
Andover line, was also to have been held 
but as their counsel, Colonel Sweeney, 
was unable to be present the selectmen 
postponed the hearing of their case until 
the following Saturday at the same hour. 

Chairman Goldsmith of the board 
made the announcement to this effect 
and Col. Charles F. Woodward of Read- 
ing, who appeared for the Haverhill & 
Andover road of which he is president, 
desired that the hearing of their petition 
be also postponed. After some discussion 
Col. Woodward said -Le would be willing 
to have the hearing go on if he might 
have a chance to answer any arguments 
that the opposing petitioners might offer 
and the selectmen agreed to adjourn the 
hearing until next Saturday afternoon 
at 4 o’clock, the other hearing to come at 
3. 

Col. Woodward stated that he thought 
the petition explained itself except for 
the fact that two locations were asked 
for. The company had done this in 
order to give the selectmen a choice of 
routes, enabling them to pick the one 
which would be for the best advantage 
of the citizens of the town. It was pro- 
posed to build a road from Andover 
Square through North Andover Centre 
to Haverhill. The company would aim 
to give first class service and would prob- 
ably build the road this summer. He 
stated that he was president of the road 
which is now being built between Read- 
ing and Andover and with the new road 
to Haverhill there would be a direct line 
between Haverhill and Boston. 

John L. Smith objected to the con- 
struction of a road on High street giving 
as his reason that the road was too nar- 
row. The value of property on this 
street would be decreased he claimed. 

J. Warren Berry thought the best way 
for the road to run was. via Elm street. 
He said there was a syndicate at.the 
North Andover end of the “old railroad,” 
pulling wires to have the. road go that 
way but valuable land will be opened up 
if thé road goes the other way, by Elm 
street. : . . 

Arthur Bliss said that he had property 
situated: similarly to that of the first 
speaker but would not have signed the 
petition for a franchise to run a road 
down High street if he had thought that 
the value of his land was going to be 
diminished. He thought the road would 
have the opposite effect. ; 

Barnett Rogers agreed with Mr. Bliss 
in this respect. 

Mr. Smith thought these gentlemen 
were interested in the road and would 
sacrifice a little in order to gain a good 
deal. If the road was built down High 
street he would be glad to get rid of his 
property. 
~ My. Rogers: stated. that.people usually 
wanted electric roads to run as near 
them as possible and. said that although 
there Was considérable ‘opposition when 
the L. L. & H., road wished to run up 
Main street, peuple along the route 
would not give it up now under any con- 
sideration 

Prof. Ryder wished to have the select- 
men devise some method by which the 
new road could make connections with 
the railroad station and Mr. Goldsmith 
personally thought that he should be 
very glad to bring such a condition about 
as it was very important. 

Chairman Goldsmith asked Col. Wood- 
ward if, should the franchise be granted 
this company, they would be willing to 


| give a bond of $6000 that the road would

be completed in eighteen months. , Col. 
Woodward replied that if the company 
did not start the road this summer as 
they intended that they would be willing 
to give such a bond.

WANTS A DEAL. 


The Lowell Sunday Tetegram.has the 
following to say cu the Republican 
Congressional situa.ion: 

“Judge Pickman in the course of a 
conversation With a reporter, said that 
if he thought his canaidacy would 
serve no other purpose than to injure 
the chances of a Lowell man getting 
the Republican nomination for Con- 
gress, he would not be a candidate. 

“He said there had been no under- 
standing, alliance, or trade with Mr. 
Knox-or Col. Ames or anyone in their 
intérests.

Pickman, ‘from representations made 
to me by many men of influence and 
character in this section of the district 
that there was warrant for me to en- 
ter the lists.’ 

“Judge Pickman declined to go into 
any. comparison of prospects, saying 
that he was perfectly satisfied with the 
way things were moving and the loy- 
alty of his friends was very consoling 
and convincing. An admirer of Judge 
Pickman.who came from Lawrence to 
see him Friday told him that he was 
highly thought of down there and those 
Republicans who did not care to have 
Congressman Knox run again were be- 


ginning to look toward him as the can- 


didate best able’ to represent the dis- 
trict. He asked Judge Pickman to make 
a trip to Lawrence this week to meet 
some gentlemen who were interested in 
his campaign. The judge replied that 
he could not begin to foree things at 
this stage, that_it was too early to be- 
gin active campaigning, that the voters 
would be tired out before the summer 
began, and he promised to look in upon 
them later if the invitation was renew- 
ed at a future date.”

WHICH SHALL IT BE? 


Continned Hearing on the Street Rail- 


way Petition. 


A hearing relative to petitions of the 
Andover and Haverhill street railway, 
asking for a location in ‘town, was giv- 
en in the town hall, North Andover, 
last evening at 7.45 o’clock. The peti- 
tions includeu two routes, either of 
which would be acceptable. The first 
asked for privileges via of Andover, 
Essex, Stevens, and Osgood streets, 
the second via. of Railroaa, Sutton and 
Osgood streets, ‘ 

‘he hearing was largely attended and 


| several speakers made use of the time. 


‘the Andover and Haverhill line was 
represented by Presiaent Charles. F. 
Woodard Of. Wakeffeld, In-substance he, 
said: ’ 

1 am interested as a stockholder in 
the Andover and Reading road now in 
process of construction, and to be com- 
pleted by July 1st. We have petitioned 


| for a location in your streets in order 


to make a connécting line between 
Reading and Haverhill. No antagonism 
Was antlicipatea from -the present road, 
the Lawrence, Lowell and Haverhill, 
street railroad, and in no case have we 
sought to parallel their tracks in way 
of competition, ‘The officials of the 
present road are frank to admit that if 
our petition had not been in order none 
would have been presented by them. 
We do not come to seek special favors, 
but are willing to ‘be governed by all 
the conditions that the general laws 
impose and such other reasonable con- 
ditions as your board may deem advis- 
able to make. If you want the line we 
will be glad to build it and will not ask 
18 months or 8 months to do it, but we 
ire ready and willing to construct it 


} in six months, if it is desired and will 


guarantee it to be done in first class 
shape, and to give the public the benefit 
of the best care and the best of accom- 
modations. We can do all that the pres- 
ent road can do for the people and 
Of the two 
routes our preference is for the one by 
the way of Railroad and Sutton streets, 
as this is somewhat shorter and will 
accommodate the most people. 

Questioned ‘by Mr. Osgovud as to 
whether he would consider it reasona- 
ble for the selectmen to stipulate in the 
conditions relative to the 
erection of shapely poles of hard pine 
or iron along the route, the construc- 
tion and maintenance of the roadbed, 
and the laying of tracks and providing 
of materials, therefor, the running of 
I cars, etc., in’ such a manner as 
might from time to time ‘be approved 
y the selectmen. He said that there 
weuld be no olbjection to the erecting 
{such poles as might be desired by the 

settled Qistricts, but 
through the woods he hoped less ex- 
pensive ones might be used, Iron poles, 
he sai:, had hardly proved a success. 
The cther conviddons, he ec nsicered rea- 
sonable, 

Questioned by Mr. Clark as to 
whether he was connected with the 
roads he had in the past been instru- 
mental in establishing, he replied that 
he was active in the Reading line, but 
in the others he had sold his stock, 
after being with them some nine years. 

For the remonstrants, Judge Poor of 
Andover, filed a petition representing 
Moses T. Stevens and other residents 
objecting to the location on Essex, Ste- 
vens and Osgood streets. He objected 
strenuously and firmly in behalf of his 
clients along this route. 

Questioned iby Mr. Osgood as_ to 
Whether his’ clients would object to the 
loeation if it could be granted so that 
the road could be made to build entirely 
out and aside from the travelled way, 
he repliel that they would object to the 
road under any and all circumstances, 

Hon, N. P. Frye also remonstrated as 
before in behalf of certain Osgood 
street residents. It was impracticable 
to build it.cn this road and not the best 
way. His clients did not object to the 
other location. 

Calvin Rea favored the Oszood street 
location from Andover. If we are to al- 
low electric cars to enter the town it 
should be to accommodate the people. 
The lower route would practically ac- 
commodate no one, while the cross 
country line at the Centre would con- 
venience more, 

Questioned by Mr. Osgood as to 
whether he considered there was more 
intercourse between the Centre people 
and the Andover people than the resit 
dents of the lower route, he replied that 
there was more intercourse with the 
Centre residents. 

Walter H. Hayes favored granting 
the franchise to the Andover and Read- 
ing line. He thought they would be the 
more likely to build and competition 
was a gool thing for the town. The 
new road seeme? to mean business. He 
thought he could present a petition to 
the board if necessary signed by all 
the residents along part of Osgood, Sut- 
ton and Main streets to. have the new 
road enter. 

Mr. Halliday asked if he did not 
think that the selectmen could require 
a bond from the present company for 
the building of the road within a cer- 
tain time. Mr. Hayes did not. 

‘Mr. Osgood asked Mr. Hayes if he 
thought the mere forfeiture of a bond 
would subserve the public interest. Mr. 
Hayes thought not. The time would 
then have passed and we would . be 
just where we are today, with no road. 

Frank W. Frisbee’ considered it 
wrong to give up our best streets to 
the street railroads. Of the two loca- 
tions he favored the one via Railroad 
street. . It would open up building land 
while on the other route there was 
practically none for sale. He favored 
the new company. He believed in the 
light of past history it would help mat- 
ters even though possibly we could not 
reach Lawrence thereby. Another line 
was ‘a good thing to have anyway. He 
was more and more surprised the more 
he thought of it that certain persons 
and some of-them legal lights, had said 
that the grievances mentioned at the 
last hearing, were not germaine to the 
question. What could be more ger- 
maine or proper in consideration of 
whether further privileges should be 
granted to a company of capitalists 
than the consideration of what use they 
had made of powers already granted 
and the usage the public had received 
at their hands? The first question 
should be, ‘What have they done to de- 
serve an extension of favor?” The 
superintendent, has spoken 
sightingly of this town and its people 
and considered evidently—” 

Here the speaker was interrupted by 
Mr. Hajliday and was warned to keep 
strictly to the petition. Mr. . Frisbee 
replied: .““Mr. Chairman, if this meet- 
ing is not to hear the reasons of citizens 
why or why not certain favors should 
be granted to railroads and you desire 
to have people to infer that you are 
prejudiced in favor of the Lawrence 
and Lowell railroads, then I have noth- 
ing more to say.” A citizen in the au- 
dience arose and requested that Mr. 
Frisbee be allowed to proceed, the audi- 
ence desired to. hear what he had to 
say. Mr. Halliday said Mr. Frisbee 
had been..heard at the former hearing

Continuing, Mr. Stowers said that the 
new line was building a good road bed 
and putting in many culverts. The 
old road did scarcely anything in this 
way; they did not conform to the road 
grade or anything else.

There igs no 
spirit of antagonism on our part toward 
the other road, We can do all-that 
they offer you. They do not propose 
to build and regarding transfers from 
our road to Lawrence, we will guaran- 
tee to meet them half way and divide 
the expenses equitably.
